S.O. 1050. —In pursuance of rule 8 of the Export of Cashew Kernels (Quality 
Control and Inspection) Rules, 1966, the Central Government hereby appoints the 
persons mentioned In column (2) of the Table annexed to this notification as the 
panel of experts for the purpose of hearing appeals under the said rules against 
the decision of the Export Inspection Agency mentioned in the corresponding 
entry in column (1) thereof: 

Provided that an appeal against a decision made by the Export Inspection 
Agency at Cochin at one of the places indicated in column (2) of the said Table 
shall be heard by the panel of experts constituted for that place:
